| Suaneuatr, Sept. 24.—via San FRan- 
CISCO, 


Oct. 20.—[By the Associated 
Press.| Vladivostock is undergoing a 
reign of terror. Fourteen convicts em- 


ployedon the new Transiberian Rail- 


road have escaped from their guards, 
and the only means they have of pro- 
viding themselves with private clothes 
is bya succession of murders. They 
have already made five victims; three 
inmates of a farm house, ne French 
naval officer, belonging to the squadron 
in port, and a Russian bandmaster. 

No arms can be purchased in Vladi- 
vostock, and those who have weapons 
keep them ready for instant use, as 
everybody fears an attack from con- 
victs. The latter murder people for 
clothes, and if anyone attempts to save 
his life’ by giving the escapes clothes, 
he will immediately be charged as an 
accomplice by the Russian police. 


THE SOCIALISTS. 


Measures Taken to Disseminate Their 
Peculiar Doctrines. 


Errvurt, Oct. 20.—[By Cable and As-- 


sociated Press.] Today the Socialist 
Congress passed resolutions favoring 
the creation of Socialist literature for 


the benefit of the young and providing 


for the issue of a vade mecum and for- 
mation of a statistical’ bureau. It re- 
jected the proposal to form a school of 
elocution for the training of oratorical 
avitators in behalf of the cause of so- 
cialism. 

Beruix, Oct. 20.—The Socialist se- 
ceders who withdrew from the Social- 
ist conference at Erfurt, held a tumul- 
tuous meeting in this city today.

THE POPE’S PLANS. 


Again Thinking of Leaving Rome—Nego- 
tiations with the Quirinal, 

Rome, Oct. 20.—Since the pilgrim in- 
cident the Pope has had a number of 
interviews with the cardinals as to 
whether he should leave Rome and 
whether steps should be taken to es- 
tablish a modus vivendt with the Quiri- 
nal. Nodecision was arrived at. The 
Italian government Ras assured the 
Pope that nothing should occur to dis- 
turd the tranquility of the Holy See, 
but it must be understood that there is 
no intention to modify the law of guar- 
antees.

Great Nambers Seek to be Registered at 
Chicago. 
Cuicaao, Oct. 20.—!'By the Associated 


| Press.] At the coming election in No- 


vember a superintendent of schools is 
to be chosen, and today was the day of 
registration for that event. Applica- 
women were 
very numerous, especially in the fash- 
ionable districts, and they came well 
posted on.the law and methods of pro- 
cedure in registration under the statute, 
said to be in their favor, passed by the 
last Legislature.

Stockton, Oct. 20.—[By Associ- 
ated Press.| Sunol beat the world’s 
record on the Stockton track today, 
making a mile in 2:08 4, beating Maud 
S's time half a second. It was a fast 
mile from the start and was finished 
strong. 

Marvin did not like the-wind that was 
blowing up to noon today, and said he 
unless the wind 
died out. He was urged to make the 
attempt, as the day was warm and the 
track fast, and at 4 o0’clock he con- 
cluded to bring her out, as the wind 
had gone down. 

He jogged her three miles and she 
seemed to feel just right. She was 
rubbed down for the attempt, and was 
driven out fora start just before 5 
o’clock. 

The double set of timers.had .been 
kept busy during the other racing, and 
six watches were held on Sunol, so that 
there could be no question about the 
record. The mare had been driven four 
miles, going rather fast, when she was 
found ready fot the event of her life. 
A runner was stationed at the half-mile 
pole to accompany Sunol to the finish, 
but she went alone the first half mile. 

Marvin noddded for the word on the 
first attempt. President Shippee 
shouted *‘Go!’’ and Sunol went out to 
winarecord. Sunol was guided along, 
just inside the center of the track, 
which had been prepared for her, and 
Marvin cautioned her with his long- 
drawn-out ‘Whoa!’ to keep her, from 
becoming too excited. She went to the 
quarter post in 31% seconds, and kept 
on at her wonderful stride to the half- 
mile post in 1:04 flat. Here Tom 
O’Brien came into the race with a run- 
ner. The mare came around the turn 
faster than any man on the ground ever 
saw a trotter go and reached the three- 
quarter postin 1:87. It was a great 
race against time. As she came down 
the stretch to the finish, the -excited 
timers shouted, ‘‘She’s got it! She'll 
beat it!” 


L, Sunol came home ina magnificent 


finish. Marvin encouraged the mare all 
the while, calling on her, but not using 
the whip. Everybody shouted as she 
went under the wire in 2:08%. It was 
the gamest finish ever seen on a race- 
track. Six timers compared their 
watches, and they were exactly the 
same, 2:08'4. There was no watch on 
the grounds to dispute the correctness 
of the record, except to make it faster 
by a quarter of a second. 

The crowd yelled like a lot of crazy 
men, and cheer after cheer went up 
for Sunol and for Marvin. Marvin was 
greatly pleased with the result, but he 
was quiet and had but little to say, but 
remarked: ‘They will hammer at that 
figure a long time.”’

Omana (Neb..) Oct. 20.—[By the As. 
sociated Press.| The Transmississippi 
Congress organized permanently this 
morning by the election of Charles S. 
Thomson of Denver as chairman. Sec- 
retaries were appointed and the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions was named.

After the adoption of resolu 
tions for the appointment ofa deputa 
tion of representatives of the confer 
ence to visit the Pan-American Congres: 
at Toronto next year, and amendments 
tothe resolution presented yesterday 
relative to the creation of an executive 
commission to make arrangements 
for the next Ecumenical confer- 
ence, the topic of. the day, ‘‘The Out- 
look.’’? was taken up. 

The first essay of the session was on 
the subject, “Christian Resources of the 
Old World,’’ by S. Simon of the Wes- 
leyan Methodist Church of Kent. 

Mr. Simon said that the men who are 
in the closest touéh with the masses of 
English péople are impressed with the 
fact that while theories about the 
Christian religion ‘fail to arouse inter- 
est, the living and personal Christ is re- 
garded with increasing enthusiasm. 
Speaking of the resources of Chris- 


tianity in the Old World. he said that 


the question is, are the ministers and 
workers of the English churches pre- 
pared to avail themselves of this condi- 
tion of the public mind? The rapid 
diminution of the Evangelical party in 
the Church of England is an qi 

sign. -Turning from the. opal 
Church, the speaker unhesitatin y de- 


formists of England were prepared to 
minister to the desire for the living 
Christ. In closing he said: 

-, As Christians we welcome the assistance 
of every one who aims ablow at evil and 


confidence chiefly rests in men and women 
who confess Christ as their master and be- 
lieve that His gospel js the true remedy for 
the sins and sorrows of the world. 


Bishop Keene said that he was.much 


disturbed at the spiritof higher criti- — 


cism shown, especially by British 
Weslyans. He adjured the brethren to 
take the problem of evolution home 
with them and get down and look at it.

One of the great library edifices of 
the country was dedicated a week ago 
in connection with Cornell University. 
Ex-President White some time ago gave 
his public library of 15,000 volumes to 
that institution. Henry W. Sage had 
given $200,000 for a library structure 
and $800,000 for the endowment of 
the library which hasnow about 100,- 
000 yolumes, while the structure has 
the capacity to honse 490,000 volumes. 
In twenty years the library at Cornell 
had grown from 18.000 books to 100,- 
000. ' ‘It was estimated that in twenty- 
five years at the present rate of growth 
‘library would tax t 
ity of that great edifice. | 

Among the notable men who took 
partin the dedication service was Pres- 
idewt Gilman of Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity. :He reviewed the growth of colle- 


 giaté and public libraries in this coun-

upon by an agent of one of the lottery con. 
cerns offered $5000 cash if he 
would pretend to have won and been 
paid a_ prize of $15,000 in the 
said lottery. There was no risk and very 
little trouble in the job. All he would have 
to do would be to make a big splurge, talk 
about his good luck, boom the concern for 
its prompt settlement ahd appear bub- 
bling over with joyousness at his good for- 
-tune. He hadonly totouchthe button of 
contented good fortune, the lottery folks 
would do the rest. “His example would be 
sufficiently catching and would stimulate 
the market for ticketsand pay the company 
for its investment. But the dirty fraud 
didn’t work, the offer being indignantly re- 
fused by the merchant. The lottery man 
was’ greatly surprised and said before 
making a somewhat hurried departure that 
it was the first time he had ever been re- 
fused such an offer.

Nearing Completion. 


Quite an Addition to the Commercial Por- 
tion of the Town—Wedding in High 
Social Circles—Briefs and 
Personals.

The new Union Block now nearing com- 
pletion is 120 feet on Second street, 90 feet 
on Garey avenue, and has two stories and 
basement, Itisthe largest business block 
in Pomona, andthough a very plain brick 
structure, is quite an addition to the busi- 
ness portion ofthe city. It was constructed 
upon the union plan, five diffecent firms and 


individuals joining to erect it. The base-, 


ment walls are laid in concrete, and the 
basement floors cemented. The partition 
walls between the five parts are of brick. 
The room on the corner of.Second and Ga- 
rey is 30x90 feet and belongs to Woody &

first floor with their grocery. The whole of. 


the second story above this room (30x90) 
will be occupied by the city library. This 
will give the library a fine home, facing 
south and west, and overlooking the whole 
of the business partof town. The second 
room, 224%x90 feet, with basement and 
second story, is the property of C. C. John- 
| son, who offers it for rent. Thethird sec- 
tion is the property of John A. Woy, and 
has beenrented by Driffell & Lewis to be 
used for offices for their business of nursery 
and insurdnce, and to let for desk room to 
others. This andthe fourth and fifth sec- 
tions are of the same size as the second. 
The fourth section is the property of City 
Attorney C. E. Summers, and has been 
leased by William Melloy for a furniture 
and carpet store.

The wide stairway leading to the 
Chamber of Commerce is lined with 
cool green rushes, and on the first land- 
ing is a tiny rustic cabin c@yered with 
fan palm leaves, where slips of paste- 
board admitting to the fair are ex- 
changed for coin. 

At 7 o’clock last night the throng be- 
gan to gather, and for over an hour an 
unceasing procession of people surged 
up the stairs and into the hall. In fact 
there was such a crowd that bythe time 
one had: elbowed his way from one end 
of the halltothe other, trying to sec 
and appreciate the great display, he 
had a feeling of profound sympathy for 
Josiah Allen’s wife when she declared 
that she couldn't see the sights-efNew- 
York city on account of the people. 

_ Standing at the main entrance one 
could get a bird’s-eye view of the inte- 
rior under the flash of electric lights. 
The whole setting seems to be in green, 
from the ivy-hung ceiling, the festoong 
of cypress rope and the balcony frieze 
of palm leaves to the miniature oriunge 
grove in the center of the hall, wit! its 
vivid green foliage. Close by isa tall 
banana tree, its trunk wreathed with 
smilax and a great cluster of fruit 
drooping among its giant leaves. The 
walnut tower has been moved to a cen- 
tral position not far from the entrance, 
and between that and the orange trees 
the fountain throws its spray into a ba- 
sin where gold fish dart about among 
rare shells from the Pacific. Tiers of 
tables loaded with the generous fruitage 
of atypical California harvest extend

The art gallery at the left—a large 
hall 60x30 feet—is filled with plioto- 
graphic displays, paintings in oil and 
water colors, pastels, stamped leather, 
pottery, and gll sorts of artistic work.

Thirty-two Delegates Present, Repre- 
senting $ixteen Districts. 


Will S. Green Tells What was Done at 
the Legislature, . 


The Present Status of Irrigation District 
Bonds— Recent of .the 
Bankers-—An Interesting 
Discirasion.

A meeting of representatives of State 
irrigation districts was held yesterday 
morning at the Board of Trade rooms, 
presided over by J. W. Nance of Perris, 
The meeting was held in ‘accordance 
with the call sent out from Tulare Sep- 
tember 24, which was read by the sec- 
retary, and which set forth the object 
of the convention to be for the purpose 
of perfecting an organization and elect- 
ing officers. | 

When it came to’ appointing a com- 
mittee-on credentials a discussion arose 
asto the necessary qualifications of 
delegates. It was stated that a number 

resent had no formal credentials. It 
was suggested that the committee exer- 
cise its judgment, and the chairman 
was of opinion that considerable lati- 
The en- 


he thought. make good delegates. 

On motion it was finally agreed that 
officers of irrigation districts be 
considered delegates, anda _ recess of 
half an hour was taken for the commit- 
tees on credentials, organization and 
order of business to consult.

In all, thirty-two delegates were re- 
ported entitled to seats, representing 
sixteen districts. 

On motion it was agreed that each 
district cast five votes. The report was 
adopted. 

The Committee on Permanent Organ- 
ization recommended that the present 
officers coustitute an Executive Com- 
mittee; also that a permanent Legisla- 
tive Committee be appointed to meet at 
regular intervals. Report adopted. 

Will S. Green then addressed: the’ 
convention as a member of the Legisla- 
tive Committee. He said that the or- 
ganization was made just prior to the 
meeting ofthe last Legislature and an 
executive committee appointed to take 
charge of legislative matters. The 
speaker remained at Sacramento durilg 
the whole session and with Mr. Wright 
formulated amendments which had 
been agreed upon.

H. W. Robinson said he was glad to 
hear that so many bonds had been sold, 
as certain interested parties had been 
stating that unless an expensive exam- 
ination—blood money, he calls it—was 
made by a certain ‘‘official’’ lawyer and 
engineer the bonds could not be sold.

Big Rock Creek has issued $400,000 
bonds, and irrigated all the district ex- 
cept about 2000 acres. Bonds to the 
amonnt of #188,000 have been ex- 
changed for right-of-way. and so forth. 

The chairman asked whether bonds 
of this district had been offered at 50 
cents on the dollar. 

_ Mr. Tilghman of Big Rock Creek dis- 

trict said he had not heard of it, but 
Rogers remembered that such was the 
case, and that it had spoiled the sale of 
900.000 bonds in Chicago.

On reassembling at 8 o'clock the 
chairman announced the names of the 
legislative committee as follows: W.

Reports of progress from districts 
were continued. rid 

Anaheim carried through its ergani- 
zation after many difficulties, then a 
number of suits were brought which 
have-so far been won and the district 
is now ready to get to work. The 
bonds have been advertised for some 
time and some bids received, none of 
which have been accepted. The out- 
look is now good for the sale of $200.,- 
000 bonds. The railroad..companies 
have given considerable trouble. There 
are $2,000 acres in the district as- 
sessed at $1,200,000, the issue of 
bond’ being $600,000. They hope to 
have to sell only $200,000. A great 
trouble was to segregate the real and 
persona] raNroad property. 

W. S. Green said the Southern Pacific 
was one of the best friends of the 
irrigation districts and that C. P. 
Huntington had written a most 
excellent letter in favor of the 
bonds. Col. Crocker had _ told 
the speaker that the company wanted 
to encourage the districts. 

Central district voted $&750,000 
bonds; has sold $480,000 and nearly 
finished a first-class irrigation system. 

Crabb district will probably let con- 
tracts in a few days. 

Tulare district includes nearly 40,- 
000 acres. They have voted $500,000 
bonds; sold $50,000 for cash and ex- 
changed some for work. The district 
is assessed for $1,498,000 and includes 
the town of Tulare, The ditch carries 
500 feet of water. They are now try- 
ing to sell more bonds. The. railroad 
company has not yet paid its .taxes in 
the district. 

A discussion here arising as 9 the 
propriety of assessing: railroad fran- 
chises, a motion was put by W. S. 
Green and carried that real estate and 
improvements only should be assessed. 
Mr. Wright called attention to the fact 
that the law provided forthis and rail- 
road exceptions were no exception. 

A question arising as to whether 
water might be ‘sold outside of a dis- 
trict, the opinion of Mr. Wright, the 
framer of the law, was asked. He said 
he was not prepared to give an off-hand 
opinion, as the question had never 
arisen up North, where water is plenti- 
ful. 

It was suggested that a°good way to 
make water go further was to raise the 
assessment on land and reduce it on 
improvements. In this manner acreage 
would get more and brick blocks less. 

Reports of progress from districts 
were continued. y 

Poso district had sold a few bonds 
and has done work to the extent of 
about £0,000, but exhaustion of funds 
had caused a temperary stoppage. Ar- 
rangements were being made for speedy 
resumption. 

Kern and-Tulare -districts are about 
to contract for the construction ofa 
large amount of work. 

Madera has voted bonds and got into 
the courts. It has a big fight on hand, 
and is opposed by 850,000,000 cap- 
A decision is expectéd daily from 
the Supreme Court. The large land 
owners want to enhance the value of 


They threaten, if beaten, to take the 
question’ to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. The district is an em- 
pire, containing 305,000 acres. 

Alta district contains 185,000 acres, 
and has the immense amount of water 
of one inch to the acre. The bonds are 
being largely bought at home by parties 
who want the ditches extended. The 
Fresno and Tulare authorities had as- 
sessed the district for $75,000 and the 
Matter was being fought in the courts 
on an agreed case. It is an important 
question as, if the counties win, every 
canal in the State can be taxed. 

Sunset district is the largest in the 
State, containing nearly 400,000 acres 
of ‘fine level land in the western por- 
tion of Fresno county. Surveys have 
been made and the cost of a system is 
estimated at $1,800,000. Bonds to 
the amount of 82,000,000 have been 
voted. A Scotch syndicate has offered 
90 cents onthe dollar forthe whole 
issue of bonds and wants to construct 
the entire system. 

Selma district is assessed at about 
25,000,000. Bonds have been voted 
down twice. The landis very sandy. 
absolutely worthless without water and 
very valuable with it. Alot of moss- 
backs oppose frrigation. Another call 
has been made. There has been much 
quarrelling over the question, families 
being divided among themselves. 

Modesto and Turlock contain 270.,- 
OOO acres and are getting along well 
with one of the largest irrigation dams 
in the world on the Tuolumne River, 
115 feet in height, to cost nearly 
$500,000. About $1,000,000 bonds 
have been sold for cash. Modesto. dis- 
trigt has woma very hard fight in the 
courts. 

Brown's Valley district has sold 
$120,000 bonds and the work is nearly 
complete. 

The convention then adjourned until 
9.0°clock this morning.

The discussions now going on through- 
out the country as to the relative mer- 


its of cable and electric street railways, } 


always take the conditions as they exist 
in New York, Baltimore, Chicago and 
San Francisco as the basis of compar- 
ison. Smaller cities like Buffalo, 
Rochester, 
Los Angeles are left out of sight in these 
discussions. The advocates of the.ca- 
ble all make their comparisons, or estj- 
mates of cost of operation on lines. of 
heavy travel, an admission that” the 
cost of cable operation on lines of less ° 
than 50,000 passengers per day, or 
500 passengers per day per car, cau- 
not be operated in successfnl competi- 
tion with electricity as the motor. 

The city of Rochester; N. Y., is more 
nearly like Los Angeles inits street 
railway system than any city of the 
East, though it has more miles of street 
car lines per capita than we have. 

N.-Beckley of that city is presi- 
dent of the Street Railway Association 
of the State of New York, and is presi- 
dent of the Rochester Railway. : 
pany, is an officer of the Rochester 
Electric Railway Company, a distinct 
corporation that operates an electri¢ 
line from Rochester to Ontario Beach, a 
distance of seven miles. aan 

The ninth annual convention of-the 


ciation met in New York city on the | 


15th of last September. Mr. Beckley, 
chairman of the committee on electric 
motive power for street railways, de- 
livered the report for tl® committee. 
The report was deemed . so thorough- 
that after discussion a motion to print 
itentire and distribute it to all-street 
railwavs in the State was adopted with- 
out a dissenting vote. If the committee. 
had been discussing Los Angeles ard 
and its street railway lines, it'‘could not 
have made a more complete statement 
of facts and conditions which we have. 
It is too long to be printed jn full, but 
portions of it which are most directly 
applicable to our situation are repro 
duced. The report says: = 
Out of the needs of modern city and town 


life grew the horse railroad. The 
ment of cities and towns brought with it 
the necessity for quicker transportation. 
The American intellect, ready to meet 
every emergency, set itself at work to de. 
vise somebmethod of quickly transporting 
the people of the great cities of the coun- 
try, and so far as the great cities are con-. 
cerned, practically solved the-problem pre- 
sented by inventing and building cable rail-. 
ways. It was soon found, however, that while 
cablerailways answered the purpose for which they | 
were designed in cities like Chicago and -Phila- 
delphia and New York, they would not do ir 
smaller cities, except in isolated cases where vast : 
numbers of people were required to be moved. 
daily over a comparatively short mileage. 
Five years ago the only street surface 
railways which were in successful opera- 
tion anywhere in the United States were 
horse and cable railways. Within that five 
years more than 4000 streetcars have been 
electrically equipped, and today more than; 
3000 miles of track in 300 cities and towns’ 
in this country have been constructed, on 
which these electric cars are run with sat- 
isfaction to the people, and, in the main, 
with profit, to the companies operating, 
There is, however, one objection, which is» 
urged with great insistence, especially in— 
the city of New York, to the trolley system, | 
and that is to the trolley wire itself: There 
is not the slightest danger in putting: up or 
maintaining the trolley and necessary feed 
wires if the work isdone in a prqper man- 
ner, and if reasonable care is exercised in 
their maintenance, except as.these wires 


} are made dangerous by the telephone, elec- 


tric light or telegraph wires. placed above 
them. If the telephone, telegraph and elec- 
tric light companies would take as much 
painsin putting up and maintaining their 
wires as do the electric railroad ¢om panies 
there would never be any occasion for com- 
plaint, so faras danger is concerned. and 
then the only objection which could be 
urged to the maintenauce of the necessary , 
wires to operate electric cars would be their 
so-called unsightiiness. 

It must be conceded that poles. however 
shapely, and wires, however well put up, do 
not improve the appearance of city streets. 
but quite the contrary. But experience has 
shown that except as poles be set and wires 
strung. electric roads cannot be made.a 
commercial success, and therefore without 
poles and wires electric railroads will not 
be operated. Hence the question presented 
to the people of acity where the popula- 
tion is not large enough tH sustain a cable 
railroadona given line isthis: Shall we 
have rapid transit by electric motive power 
and waive the sentimental objection to the 
maintenance of a few light wires eighteen 
ortwenty feet above the surface of the 
street, or shall we have slow transit by 
horse power with its many disadvantages 

disagreeable accompaniaments, and be 
rid of the wires’ 
question is often asked by officials 
of street railroad companies who are con- 
templating making a change from horse to 
electric power, what is the cost of opera- 
tion of an clectric railroad, as compared 
with the cost of operating a horse railroad: 
I propose to state some experience which 
electric railroad companies have had pon: 
this subject. and to answer tife question as 
wellasIcan. . Of course, in deter- 
mining the question of economy in opera- 
tion, the first cost of construction and equip- 
ment is a very important element for con- 
sideration, as well as the actual cost of 
maintaining and operating the railroad, 
whatever the motive power. when once 
completed. It seems more profitable to 
avail ourselves of comparisons which have 
been made by a surface railroad company 
operating a part of its system by electricity, 
and a part by horse power. Fortunately 
we have gone far enough in electric rail- 
roading to be able to obtain suffitient facts. 
toenable us to make an intelligent and 
trustworthy comparison. 

The company which has hadthe greatest 
eXperience as to these matters is the West 
End Street Railway Company of Boston. 
That company has published a statement 
showing its earnings and expenses both 
with the electric and the horse car system, 
for the months of April, May and June of 
this vear. J ought perhaps to state that, ax it | 
seems tome, the conditions inrolved int the con- | 
sideration of these questions are 30 diverse in 
different citics that the only proper basis of com- 
parison of cost of operation is the coat per car 
mile. 1t is quitee common for the street 
railroad officials to consider the question of 
the relative cost of operation on the basis of 
apercentage of gross receipts. It will be 
readily seen. however, that this basis of 
comparison is necessarily misleading and 
inaccurate. The other basis is not exact, 
but approaches at least approximately to 
exactness. The total expense, 2s shown by 
the West End Company, for motive power, 
car repairs, damages, wages.of employés 
and all other expenses per mile run with 
electric power. during the three menths 
mentioned was as follows: ,

It will be observed that the earning-power 


| of the electric cars is considerably in excess 


of that of the horse cars, and that the ex- 
nse per car mile is considerably below. 
‘he West End Company states that the elec- 
tric cars of the company are run on the 
longer and less remunerative lines. If 
this be true, the showing made is very 
greatly in favor of the electric car from a 
commercial standpoint. 
Permit me to refer to the experience of 


}.the company at Rochester, with which Iam 


connected. In the month of May’ last the 
| Rochester Railway Company operated forty- 
four 18+foot vestibule electric cars. The 
cross receipts from passengers riding on 
these cars during the month was $37,053. 


| or 23.15 cents per car mile for a mileage 


of 159.567 miles. The total expense of 
operation of these cars for that month was 
$18,332. thus leaving a net profit of $18.,- 
721. The total costof operation per car 
mile was 11.4 cents, and the profit per car 
mile was therefore 12.11 cents. It may be 
observed in passing that the operating ex- 
pense was a trifle under 50 per cent. of the 
groas’reeeipts. 

The costof operation was divided as fol- 
lows:

During the same period the company 
operated sixty-two horse cars, all of them 
without conductors. Most of the horse 
cars were one-horse or bobtail cars. The 
total cost of operating the horse cars. with- 
‘out conductors, during this period was 
‘about 10 cents per car mile, but the total 
receipts per car mile were but little above 


_1]2 cents. 


In the month of June the Rochester Rail- 
way Company operated fifty-four electric 
cars and’ sixty horse cars. The electric 
cars earned each per day $23.00, or 22.77 
cents per car mile, and the total expense 
of operating them per day was $10.50, 
11.07 cents per car mile. The cost of oper- 
ation per car mile was divided as follows:

These illustrations are fairly. in- 
dicative of our experience in Rochester

made, taken into consideration the greater 
‘fixed charge in the operation of an electric 
‘railroad as compared with a horse railroad, 


“due to the much greater cost of the former: 


but in arriving atthe conclusion which I 
have above expressed, due consideration 
‘has. been given to this element of increased 
cost. We know that when a horse raiJroad 


the receipts are very weet ag increased. It 
issafe in any case to say that the increase 
An gross receipts will be at least 15 per cent. 


“and the average increase is probably as 


high as 3$Q percent. Some of this increase 
is undoubtedly due tothe greater mileage 
which the cars make, and still more is due 
to the cleaner, more rapid and more com 

forcable transportation of the people. 

' We have reached the conclusion also that 
the bugaboo, which formerly somewhat 
frightened us, of the cost of maintenance 
and renewals of electric motors, need 
frighten us no longer. We have had mo- 
tors in cons@nt service onone of the first 
electric lines equipped in this country, 
namely the line extending from Rochester 
to Charlotte, and these motors seem as ef- 
ficient and in every way as satisfactory as 
they did the first month they were operated. 
We have of course renewed various parts 
of the motors, and we have replaced gears 
which have worn out, the expense of which 
has gone into the cost of maintenance. But 


' ‘| the motors are still there, doing their work. 


and likely. with proper care and renewarl of 
parts, will be doing their work ten and 
even twenty years from today. The cost 


penses up to anywhere near the expense of 
operating the same number of cars, at the 
mileage, by animal orcable power. 
_The average number of passengers 
carried per car per day was 561, while 
the nuniber of single trips or rides of 
passengers carried on all the lines in 
Rochester daily. was three out of every 
five'of the entire population. 
Upon the basis given above—and all 
the facts of the situation here guaran- 
tee it—the electric railway will have 
an éarning capacity of about $900 per 
day, after deducting the share of busi- 
ness the cable and horse-car lines con- 
trol. The electric company can easily 
make. the usual car mileage of 100 miles 
pér day, but the higher cost of fuel here 
will bring their cost of mileage up 
ta.i3 cents per mile as against 
11:07 in Rochester. This would bring 
their gross cost of operation upto $481. 
00 per day on the cars which they say 
they will be running by January 1. 
If their gross earnings reach only 
$800.00 per day, it leaves them a net 
surplus of over 8100,000 per annum, 
or 5 per cent. on a cost of $2,000,000. 
It is a fact that the cable lines, when 
they came in competition with the 
eléctric road, have not suffered any 
decrease in revenue, but on the con- 
trary have increased, so the receiver 
states. This may be due to the fact 
that increased “facilities increase the 
volume of travel. The cable company 
recognizes the superiority of electricity 
over animal motors and proposes to 
electrotize their horse-car lines, and 
will no doubt soon place all their lines 
nnderelectricity. The remaining horse- 
-car lines of the city secured elec- 


aré electrotized, together with the lines 
of the electric company, the city will 
‘haye the best street car service in 
America.
